no variation from the shipments of 
steel you were to receive (from 
them). 
We are therefore advising you 
that we will expect strict compli­ 
ance with the terms of our agree­ 
ments." 
Carl A. F. Corte, Jr., told the 
Board he conferred Monday with 
Paul d’Entremont, of the Architec­ 
tural firm of Bernlnger, Hang and 
d’Entremont, designers of the new 
school. "D'entremont said he will 
do hie best to see that they get the 
steel on schedule," Corte said. "and 
he feels we will.’* 
The $2,floe,OOO school Is sched­ 
uled for completion next fait for 
the coming school year. "I under­ 
stand they ere coming along with 
the steel deliveries,” Corte sold. 
Two of three “blocks" have been 
erected on the new school, located 
in Janney on Old Lincoln Highway.
